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‘It will be remembered that R.W, 
Pool, of the Chicago Ranch Co., 
was sued by four laborers recently 
for wages. Morden, J.P! presided at 
the trial and gave his decision in 
fayor of the mén whereby he decreed 


of the trial: 

‘S,-Mavor, who. appeared. 
Mr. Pool strongly contended that as 
the men had quit’ work in the mid- 
dle of the day without good cause, 
they were only entitled to receive 
their wages up to the night previous 
to the day they quit work, and 
further that the plaintiffs were en- 
titled,to no damages. Mr. Mavor 
based his argument on the legal 
principle that the men had con» 
tracted to work for one day and 
that their contract was automatical+ 
ly renewed each morning when 
they went to work, and that, there- 
fore, if they left their work during 
the day without good cause they 
broke their contract, and could not 
recover payment for the broken 
period of their contract. 


Morden, J.P., however, held that 
Mr. Mavor was wrong, and also 
that there was no appeal from his 
decision. 


His judgment received a rude 
jolt in the District Court on Satur- 
day morning last when the appeals 
taken by Mr. Mavor at the instance 
of hig client, Mr. Pool, were heard 
before His Honor Judge Carpenter. 
The learned jidge quashed the de- 
cision of Motden; J\P., and by his 
judgment. declared. that the men 
could not collect their wages for the 
half day they had worked on the 


Saturday, and further that they 


were entitled to» no damages, and 
must pay the costs of Mr. Pool’s 
appeals.

Facts and. Figures of War 


The British Empire is Now Nearly 
One-third Larger Than Before - 
the War 

The populat:on, of the world igs var- 
iously estimated at between 1,600 and 
1,700 millions, and over 963 millious 
(or more than half) are now at war, .n 
that they are subjects of, or under 
the protection of, states now engaged 
in hostilities. Of this total, 421 mil- 
lions, or nearly one-half, are subjects 
of King George or under British pro- 
tection, _ 

The land surface of the earth (in- 
cluding all the waste places, auch as 
the Polar regions) is estimated at 55,- 
600,000 square miles. More than half 
of the world, in this geographical 
sense, is at war, the territories, col- 
onies and protectorates of the nations 
concerned totalling 28,916,000 square 
miles, 

Of the yixty nations usually given 
in the list of nations of the world, 
nineteen are at war or directly con- 
cérned in it. 

The British empire, before the war, 
comprised 11,454,862 square miles, ex- 
cluding Egypt, the Soudan and Cyp- 
rus, which were technically Turkish. 
‘The empire has increased by some 
2,826,000 square miles, or nearly one- 
third, during the first year of the war. 
Thig figure includes the Camerons, 
the conquest of which is not yet com- 
plete, and is a Franco-British enter- 
prise, so that the territory will prob- 
ably be divided. 

The new territories captured, in- 
corporated in the empire, or added to 
our sphere of influence, are ,in square 
miles:

‘Further and fur- 
ther they follow greedily in the trail 
of their wary and formidable foe, get- 
ting daily more distant from their 
base and more dangerously involved in 
the enemy country. 

Now, since the outbreak of the war, 
all countries involved have been in- 
venting and developing the greatest 
possible engines of destruction for 
their own use, ag well as all possible 
means of protection against the ene- 
my. It is rumored in many circles 
that 
and satisfactorily tested an enormoua 
cannon far superior to anything of the 
German army—a 17 inch gun with a 
range of twenty-five miles. It is also 
rumored, the allies in the west have a 
number of these guns with ample am- 
munition and that all is prepared for 
the long expected western a‘ive as 
soon as the proper time arrives. None 
of the warring countries is anxious for 
a second winter campaign. Many emin- 
ent thinkers are looking for an encr- 
mous effort on the western front at al- 
most any time now. One thing we 
may rest assured of, there is a thor- 
ough understanding petween the allies. 
They are playing a gigantic game and 
each of the allies ig fully posted as to 
all moves of the others. So, when th; 
German drive against Russia has 
reached a predetermined point we may 
be"sure of the move in the west, with 
Germany: in a very tight box, her final 
struggles close at hahd, and the peace 
of the world not far off. 


Children Given War Names 


Many Babies Are Now Getting Names 
From the W:r 


Lusitania Hepplethwaite is the 
name of a healthy baby girl who has 
just been christencd in England, says 
the Montreal Star. Lusitania's fatiicr, 
according to the information, is a 
seaman, who, at the beginning of the 
war, belonged to the crew of one of 
the fishing trawlers which were tor- 
pedoed by a U-boat. He wanted to 
give his child an oppropriate name, 
but it was impossible to take the 
name of his old ship, which was ‘The 
Three S-sters of Yarmouth.” So the 
child was callec Lusitania. 

Hundreds of children have received 
names derived from popular war he- 
roes not only in England, but in Can- 
ada. 

Nameg such as Kitchener, French, 
Joffre, Louvain, Mons, larne, etc., 
are quite common. But there are 
otherg somewhat more freakish than 
tnat. 

For instance, “Shrapnel.” Shrapnel 
is a boy, the son of a Calgary private, 
who was badly wounded in the second 
battle of Ypres. The full name of the 
Calgarian child is Shrapnel Ypres 
Jenkins—S. Y. Jenkins for short. 

Twins in Manchester have been giv- 
en the names of Reginald Ally Mona- 
ghan and William Ally Mon ghan, re- 
spectively. The Entente Cordiale is 
likely to remain firmly between them. 

“Trench” Anderson ig a son of a 
soldier. Trench's father lived ina 
trench for months. On cold and bit- 
ter nights he thought of his old home 
in Scotland and of his present home In 
Flanders. When he was sent to the 
hospital with a sniper’s bullet through 
his chest he wrote to his wife to call 
their first-born Trench. 

A mother in Point St. Charles has 
named her boy “Langemarcg.” An- 
other, in the east end, has a girl 
named “Marie Joffrine.” 

Montreal has no birth registration 
system, and it is difficult to trace the 
names which have been given since 
the war broke out. The ones men- 
tioned are but a few of many. The 
Belgian and Russian children have 
been given patriotic names; 80 have 
the Germans. How proud is the lad 
who will go through lif, as “Von 
Hindenberg,” ‘Mackenzen Schmidt,” 
or “Kluck Tirpitz Zimmerman?”

Phosphates of Lime Depos''y 


A Valuable Discovery is Made in ths 
National Park at Banff 
Frank D. Adams, Ph. D, dean of the 
faculty of applied science at McGill 
university, reports a valuable discus 


ery of phosphate of lime made in ths 
Banff National park by him, in com 
pany with W. J. Dick, mining engineer 
of the commission of conservation. 
The discovery may have a far react: 
ing effect on the grain growing indw. 
try of Canada, in, view of this sut- 
stance being the best know: fertilizer. 
Its cpecial value to western Canada Is 
that it is practically the only thing that 
can be used to ke up the fertility 
of a soil that is being continually crop 


ped. 

The two men were sent out to look 
for phosphate of lime, following re- 
cent discoveries in the stutes ¢'° 
Idaho, Utah, Wyom.ng and Montana, 
hey believed tiat shoud the wocky 
Mountaing of Canada contain similar 
geological formations ag the local?

of the lime, 

This proved to be the case. They 
went to Montana, examifing the. de- 
posits near Butte, then passed into 
Canada, investigating the strata of 
the mountains in the North Kootenay 
pass, the Crow's Nest pass and the 
Banff National park. In the park 
they found the desired geological 
horizon, and eventually the lime, 

Dr. Adams thinks the lime exists 
there in commercial] quar.ities. There 
is no other known deposits along 
the north shore of the Ottawa river, 
It appears only on theveastern slope 
of the ckiec, where: the rocks are 
carbonaceous,

In the compaign which the Ohio 
railroads made for higher passenger 
rates in that state all kinds of sta- 
tistics were filed with the legislation

Probably the gtatistics dealing with 
traim stops, filed by President Wil- 
lard, of the Baltimore and Ohio, were 
among the most interesting. This 
memorandum asserted that it costs 
from $1.35 to $1.86 to stop a pasasng- 
er train at a station on the Ohio 
roads, or at an average of about $1.80 
a stop. 

In other wordr, says the Wall 
Street Journal, with a train making 
17 stops there would be a cost to the 
railroad of $27.50 for the starting and 
stopping alone. Among the items en- 
tering into the cost of stopping a 
train, the most important is coal, rs 
when a/train is stopped fe air brakes 
are applied and the goal is used to 
generate the steam which compresses 
the air, 

There is a great wear and tear on 
equipment because of these stoppages, 
and the car wheels, the brake shoes 
and the rails are worn away because 
of friction. In starting after a stop 
there is a great expenditure of steam 
in getting under headway, and there 
is more wear and tear on equipment.

Generous Feeding 


Dairymen Should Feed Their Cows All

There are certain fixed charges, 
often called overhead charges, that 
are comparatively uniform in milk 
production. For instance, the cost of 
stabling, the space required per cow, 
taxes, insurance, delivery of milk, 
ete., will be very uniform. The one 
factor that will fluctuate will be the 
feed given. 
consumed by the cow will give the 
results indicated, then it certainly is 
to the interest of our dairymen to 
feed their cows all they will eat and 
yet keep up the fiw of milk. Thore 
are dairies where the cows are 
being fed to this economic poin*. 
Some of the dairies have enormous 
overhead charges, yet in gpite of this 
they were able to produce milk for 
fifteen cents per gallon. The secret 
lay in the extraordinary yields per 
cow. One dairyman has rather low 
overhead charges. He also feeds his 
cows the least amcunt possible. His 
milk flow per cow is very low, du» 
primarily to his skimp method of

feeding, and as a result it is costing 
him over forty cents per gallon to 
produce his milk. 

If the milk flow is increased, tho 
cost of production is lowered very 
rapidly. Some investigations have 
been carried out along this’ line ' 
which cost of production records wero 
kept. It was found i. one particular 
instance that the cost of producing a 
gallon of milk wit! the 3,000 pound 
cow was about twenty-five cents per 
gallon, with the 6,000 pound cow it 
was twelve and one-half cents, and 
with the 9,000-pound cow it was only 
a trifle over six cents. This great « > 
crease in the cost of milking per gal- 
lon is due to the increased flow per 
cow, with the overhead charges re- 
maining the same. The only increasei 
cost was for feed, which went tnto the 
production of milk.
